The  Minister  of  the  Interior  reports  under 
date  the  15th  September,  1908,  that  an 
application  has  been  made  by  the  Surrey  Agricul- 
tural Association  of  British  Columbia  for  an 
unconditional  grant  of  Legal  Subdivision  4 of  Sec- 
tion 16,  Township  8,  East  of  the  Coast  Meridian, 
which  was  patented  to  it  on  the  26th  July,  1894, 
subject  to  the  land  being  used  for  agricultural  fair 
purposes,  under  the  authority  of  the  Order  in 
Council  dated  the  21st  October,  1893,  amended  by 
the  Order  in  Council  dated  the  23rd  January,  1894, 
and  has  surrendered  the  lands  so  patented  to  His 
Majesty  King  Edward  the  Seventh.
